OREGON DISASTER. 


A Boat Upset ia the Columbia, and Five 
Men Vrowned — Sad Accident toa 
Woman and Children — Railroad 
Building, <tc. .* 


PoRTLAND, September 17, 

Track-laying is about to commence 
on the Umatilla and Pendleton braucu 
of the Oregon Railroad aud Naviga- 
tion Company. 

A special dispatch this evening from 
Multnomah Falls, on the Columbia 
river, sent from Rooster Rock tele- 
graph station, gives the harrowing in- 
telligence of the drowning of five men 
in the Columbia river.

THE PRESIDcNT'S PERIL. 


Serious Complications from Blood Poi- 
soing—Dr. B.iss Admits that the 
Situaiion is Decidedly 
Critical. 


Members of the Ca tnet Arriving—Drs. 
Agnew and Boynton on the Crisis— 
Death Expected at Any Moment. 


New York, Sept. 19. 
An unofficial builetin, at 7:25 a.m, 
says: The President passed a very 
comfortable night ~far better than was 
expected —and is now sle: ping quietiy. 
9 a.m.—The President had a rigor 
at 8:30. 


Ex.speron, N.J., Sept 19—9:15 a.m. 

OrFiciAL BULLETIN—The condition 
of the Presideut this morning contin- 
ues unfavorable. Shortly after the 
isssue of the evening bulletin he had 
a chill lasting fifteen minutes, the 
febrile rise following and was coutin- 
ued until 12, midnight, during which 
time the pulse ranged from 112 to 130. 
The sweating that followed was quite 
profuse. The cough, troublesome dur- 
ing theghill. gave him but little an- 
noyance the remainder of the vight. 
This morning, at 8 o’cloc’;, the temp 
erature was 93.8; pulse, 106, and 
feeble; respiration, 22; and at 8:30 this 
morning another chill came on, and on 
account of which the dressiag was 
temporarily postponed. <A bulletin 
will be issued at 12:39 Pp. Mm.
